Th« Houso vebtoKiuy -wilucsscd an- 
other disgraceful and scandalous obstruc- 
tion to legiBlation on the part of Iho Op- 
position.

To this tho lender of tho 
Opposition strenuously objected, and in 
one of those vulgar and violent haraugues 
BO peculiar to himself, aooaeod the Gov 
eminent of tyrrany 81)3 almost every con- 
ceivable offence against common doconoy, 
concluding an hour's oratioD to the gal- 
loriet) with an amondmont that the Bill 
be deferred ten days. Mr. Elliott replied 
briefly, but to tho point, and told tho Op- 
position that ho had not the remotest in- 
tention, after their disgraceful and fac- 
tious obstmotion, of acceding to tho 
request. Tho hou. gentleman pointed 
out to them tliat tho Government had by 
no means exceeded their undoubted right 
in askiug tho House to proceed -with the 
msasure, and confessed his utter inability 
to discern tho slightest good that could 
possibly result from such an extraordi- 
nary postponerueut as that asked for by 
tho senior member for Cariboo. In a snn- 
aequent speech tho Hon. Mr. Smitbealso 
very clearly domoustruted that tho Gov- 
ernment had EUggoBted nothing unusual 
•when they asked that tho measure bo 
proceeded with, and in soathing terms 
allnded to the disgraceful, unmanly 
and unfair opposition offered to tho bill 
after it was evident from division that the 
House was strongly in favor of its prin- 
ciple, The obstructionists, howev«r, 
■were delighted -with tho opportunity 
afforded them to rehearse their catalogue 
of charges and insinuations, and dciipito 
the fact that they well knew thoir oratori 
cal efforts would bo futile, iuaia^uoh ast a 
majority of tho House ..favored the de- 
spatch of public busiDe88,Me»arB. Hiimph- 
reys, Armstrong, Evans and other less 
distinguished luminaries on tho Opposi- 
tion benches vapored and romanced lionr 
after hour until the whole of the afternoon 
and evening had been expended. That 
Buch a state of affairs is allowed to exist 
we say is most disgraceful, and we are 
only Burptised that an intelligent public 
permits the repetition and perpetuation of 
a policy or combination on tho part of the 
Opposition ivhich canuot fail to bring 
Eesponsible Government into disrepute 
and contempt. When wo retloot that 
the leader of tho faction, at pres

sue even in the broader form above 



The Recent Gambling Conviction at Na- 
naimo Explained Satisfactorily. 

Edttor CoiiONiBT;— As counsel for the 
prosecution in tho Chiaoso gambling con- 
viction recently quashed by Judge 
Spalding, a report of which has recently 
a))pearo'l, I fool it to bo my duty towards 
Mayor Bato and Mr. Plnuta, tho convict- 
ing Justices, to oxplain that they oon- 
victad the Cbinoso and imposed the com- 
paratively light penalties of ^jlGO each 
under tho provisions of the English Im- 
perial Statute, 8 and 9 Victoria, chapter 
109, which statute renders the keeper of 
a common gaming houso liable to a for- 
foituro of n sum not oxceoding 82,500, or 
to be imprisoned for any period less than 
six months. 

Tho convicting Justices ruled that the 
Imperial statute was in force in this Pro- 
vince, booauee either by casus omissus or 
express intention not to interfero with 
tho statute law of England, tho Caundian 
A(^ts for the Buppressiou of gambling do 
not couetituto tho keeping of a eoiumon 
gaminghouse to be an nfl'onco, nor do 
thoy onact any penalty in that behalf. 

Moreover, the Justicea did not consi- 
der that the provisions of the Imperial 
statutes wore repugnant to or inconsistent 
with tho Canadian Acts so as to exclude 
it from operation in this Province, under 
tho 7th clause of tho Canadian Act, chap- 
ter 42, of 37 Victoria.

HIGHIY IMPOETANT EUROPEAN 
NEWS. 

EEEOPE. 

Tjondon, March 21.— According to the 
treaty of St. Stofano tho evacuation of 
European_Turkoy, except Bulgaria, must 
bo completed. threo months aftor tho iiign- 
ing of the definitive poaoo, and a portion 
of the Russian frooi)s may embark in the 
Black Soa aud Sea of Marmora. Russia 
has thus insured herself tho right, or at 
any rate the possibility, of having a por- 
tion of her troops always arouud Constan- 
tinople until the final sottlemontis signed, 

Peha, March 21. — Tlio Russians havo in 
tho Bosphorus two regularly fitted tor- 
pedo ships carrying six torpedo boats. 

London, March 21. — In tho Houso of 
Lords to night Earl Derby, replying to n 
long and disoursivo .speech of Lord Strath- 
edon, on the eastern affairs said for ob- 
vious roasbns tha fleet Bhould not he sent 
to the Black Sea. At the present moment 
he protested against a repetition of un- 
founded gtatements relative to disgensiona 
in tho cabinet. The Government had not 
asked that Greeoo should enter the con- 
gress on the same footing as the great 
powers; but simply that she should bo 
represented as a means of making her 
voice and olaims heard. The Govern- 
ment had never propoa d that Russia 
should submit i;ho peace conditions to a 
deoiejon by tho majority of congress. 
Thoy asked that all of tho articles should 
bo submitted for disou-isiou, aud disoui> 
sion only, that being the on)y poisible 
mrnner of deciding whioh of them affect- 
ed European interests. This was the sole 
question now at issuo. He was not pre- 
pared to say what answer Russia would 
give, but ho thought the demand of the 
Government was reasonable and moderate 
and unless it was complied with there 
would bo very little tise for the congress 
to meet at all. 

London, March 22. — Tho official journal 
of St. Petarsburg publishes the full text 
of the treaty, which fully . confirms the 



corrootness of tho versions previously 
cabled. Tho Times, commenting on the 
text of tho treaty, says there is much to 
criticise and resist; but nothing abso- 
lutely beyond the palo of discussion. 

A Vienna correspondent sava although 
Busaia seems to have explicitly admitted 
to some of tha powers, aud especially to 
Austria, that tho congress had power to 
discuss what jjoiuts of tho treaty were of 
European interest iu consequelico of the 
irritation engendered during the discus- 
sion, Bussia has not yet given simitar as- 
surances to England. 

CoNSTANTiNOPi.B,March 21.— ThePorto, 
through its embassy at Berlin, has given 
notioe of its ooceptance of the invitation 
to the congress. Tho embarkation of 
Russian guards has been couutormandcd 
and Russian troops aro moving north- 
ward. The reason is unknown.

CANADA. 

Toronto, March ID.— Tho rioter*' dis- 
turbances continue. Tho wounded riot- 
ers' last night numbered 25. 

Halifax, March 20.— Oonoral Sir Wni. 
O'Grady Haloy, cominaiidor-in-eliief of 
Her Mnjesty'rt forces in North America, 
died to-night. 

The failure of Almon k Mcintosh yes- 
terday oausod groal, surprise iu commer- 
cial circles. The liabilities ure supposed 
to amount to a half million. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
New York, March 20.— A Rio Janeiro 
letter says tho British btaamship Aslartu 
stranded at Caslilloa on tho 31at of Jan- 
uary, during tho night. The storm in- 
creased, and at daylight only tho ;tops of 
the maats were seen above the water, with 
seven or eight persona olinging to them. 
No help could bo rondeied because of 
high sea. Tho sea continued rough until 
tho 5th, when boat was goi to an islet 
near the wreck, but nothing was found 
but putrifyiug corpses. Captain Boyne 
and thirty of the crew perished, only two 
men being saved— Wm. Parsons, first 
mate, and Donald Campbell, third engi- 
neer. ^

Mr. Speaker took tbo cbuir at 2 ii. m, 

I'lUVILEGK. 

Mr. Smitb rose to a qaostion of privi- 
lege. Ho had been reported in tho 
Standard to have been asleep lu tho oom- 
mittee room Avhen the diTision took placo 
on the Oonstitiutionftl Bill yesterday. 
That was untrue. He was unwell, ami 
consequently temporarily absent. It was 
also stated iu an editorial in the s^tme 
paper that he intouded by tlio iutroduo- 
tion of hid sohuul bill to .swoc.;) oiU the 
public school system. Tiiat was equally 
false, for no one waa moro in favor of 
giving the poor mau's oUild a good rudi- 
mentary oduoation than he. It was also 
stated that ho intended to abolish llio 
high school ; but that ^ra.H not so. Tho 
matter was one which only uould bo do- 
oided by a majority of the House. He 
did contend, however, that nil the Pro 
vince vrns yet in a position to aflbrd was 
an ;ordinary bosiness education. If 
parents desired their children to receive 
an education such as could be obtained at 
Oxford or dimbridge, he hold that the 
Provinco could not i)ay for it, and that it 
should only bo obtxinod from private 
Eourcos. Ho dosirod that tUu editor of 
the Standard put him right before tho 
pablio iu these raatter8,iia the misiopreson- 
tatioDsao frequently mado were quite dis- 
graceful. (Hear.) 

HOYAIi L'OMSIIHSION. 

Mr. Walkom asked when tho Hon. 
Attorney-General would lay before tho 
House papers pertaining to tho appoint- 
ment of the Eoyal Commission to inquire 
into charges made against the Govern- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott replied that ho had 
not yet rocoivod the douunionts, but im- 
mediately he did they would be laid be- 
fore the House. 

Mr. Walkom then accused the Govora- 
ment of undue and intentional delay. 

Hon. Mr, Elliott said the address of the 
House for the rsturn had been forwarded 
in due course to his honor the Lieut. - 
Governor and tho matter was now under 
liis cousideration. 

Mr. Walkom Bu*;d tho rotontion of tho 
Teturu was an inuult to tho House aud if it 
' were not forthcoming to-morrow ho would 
liold the Governmeut respouaibla. Tho 
Qovernor was bound to take the advioe of 
his ministors. Either, therefore, th« 
'Government hail advised tho delay of the 
roturu or tho Governor had refused to 
take the advice of bis ministers, who wore 
in that case bound to ro^ign. 

OBDEBS OF THJI DA.Y. 

Hon. Mr. Blliott moved that th« orders 
of tho day be proceeded with. 

Mr. Walkem objected and accused tho 
government of trying to gajj tho opposi- 
tion and avoid debate on several motions, 
equal to want of ooufidonco votes, which 
preceded the orders of the day. It was not 
the spirit of the opposition to stand any 
snoh tyranny from a governmeut 'with a 
majority of one member. He need not 
allude to tho manner in which that mem- 
ber's support bad been gaiuod, but ho 
would tell the goveruinout that they 
would neversuocoed in forcing tho passage 
of any of their moasuiea one moment bo- 
fore its proper time. There wore many 
important bills which should immediately 
be proceeded with, but tho perverse and 
determined governmeut apparently had 
resolved to ignore tho requirements of tho 
country to obtain their seUish end. He 
proposed that tho government therefore 
defer the Constitution Amcuidment Bill a 
week or ten days so as to afford the Hoaso 
an opportunity to swee^ oft bills of vital 
importance to industrial interests. If 
tho governmont refused to adopt the 
course he could assure them tbo opposi- 
tion would not much longer submit to their 
■tyrannical policy. The hon. gsntleman 
lOfter stating that the government support- 
lers were more voting maohines moved in 
amendment that the first order of the day 
— the Constitution Amendment Bill — bo 
deferred -ten days. 

Mr. Smith replying to Mr. Walkom'u 
fllluaion to Government supporters said it 
■was high time a stop was put to such low 
insinuations. (Cheers.) No iuuendo of 
tho sort -was thrown out when the leader 
of tho Opposition was in powar; bat now 
if a membor was not a follower of that 
gentleman ho was a "mouhanical figure," 
Lo had "his boss," "his master," and he 
■was owned there and bo was owned here. 
(Hear, hear.) But when ho looked on 
the Opposition side of the House what did 
he (Mr. S.) boo? Why so many huugry 
■wolves seeking to dovour the occupants of 
tho treasury bouches. (Ciioors.) If tho 
Opposition thought that thO couuiry was 
■going to be satisfied by their hanging on 
and obstruction they wore greatly mistak- 
en and ;tliey would find that the country 
would not stand it mneh longer. It was 
a pity there was not a Cromwell in the 
House to turn tho Government members 
out, then what a glorious time the Oposi- 
tion would havo grabbing the treasury 
benches. (Cheers.) 
A voice from the gallery — Turn 'em 

onti .... 
Mr.Spoakor— Was that a voice from tho 

gallery ? 

Tho samo voice— Yes; turn tho Speaker 
out. (Crios of "order.") 

Mr. Speaker — Komovo that person from 
the gallery. 

Tho sjjrangor was forthwith ejected. 
: Honii Mr. Elliott said that after tbo 
outrageous conduct of the Opposition yes- 
terday aud their continued policy of ob- 
struction it could not bo expected that the 
Government would accede to the request 
. , the member for Ooriboo. TheGovern- 
. .' ment liod bsen aooused of tjrranny. but lie 



contended that it was a tyrannical mbori- 
ty who were endeavoring to dictate to the 
majority. Why he would ask were the 
Opposition so afraid of the maasuro ? Had 
a voice come from any constituency 
against it? Ko, not one. (Hear, hear.) 
He bud no donbt the leader of tho Oppo- 
sition had oommnnicatcd with the district 
he professed to represent, anxious as he 
was to get some public expro.ssion against 
tho measure. Bat as yot no complaint 
had been heard even from that quarter. 
Tho Government were anxious to get on 
with the business of tko country — far 
moro so than tho Opposition— and the 
country know it. (Cheers.) A Govern 
ment lie considered would he utterly 
weak to give way beoanaa of tho clamor of 
a minority and ha as loader of the Qovorn- 
ment of tho day would moft decidedly 
decline to do so. (Lend applause.) 

Mr. Fisher, after commenting oq the 
ongontlemanly languaga of tho loader of 
tho Opposition, ridiculed the idea of that 
member undertaking to say what the com- 
munity wanted. Tho Houss had already 
pledged itaolf to bring forward a rodistri- 
bution measuro and if the Govorumeat 
had not brought forward tho bill ho would 
have been tho first to move a vote of want 
of confidence in them. But tho Opposi- 
tion minority attempted to rule tlio Gov- 
ornmont majority and toll thorn what tho 
country wanted. The House had hoard 
all sorts of throats from tho Opposition, 
but if the House gave way one iota to 
thorn the Oovornmeut would bo unworthy 
of the confldenco reposed in them. (Hear, 
hear.) Last session the leader of the Op- 
positien had clamored for the very mea- 
sure he now colled unneoossary, but ha 
hoped tho bill would be proceeded with 
and that the unfair personalities of tho 
Opposition would bo abandoned. They 
were a disappointed faction struggling for 
portfolios; still he hoped they would see 
tbo utter hopelessness of their oouso. 

Mr. Arnmtrong said tho bill was an ob- 
noxious one, and he was sura the Govern- 
ment wonld find stronger oppoaitiou to it 
than ever if they attempted to force it on 
tbo House. Ho felt confident that a num- 
ber of Qovornmout supporters perceived 
that justioo was not given them by the 
bill. (Cries of Names! Nautaal). The hon. 
gentleman declined to give them, but ho 
know it to bo a fact. If tho measure were 
passed it would be carried by the majori- 
ty controlled by the Government not by 
the voice of tho people and ho boliovod 
that tho Govoruuient knew well that they 
dare not leave the mousuro to a popular 
vote. Knowing as he did that a majority 
of the House representtd coustitnenoies 
opposed to the provisions of the bill ho 
contended it was not in accord with the 
voice of the people, and ho for one in- 
tended to oppose it iach by inch, oven if 
it retarded public business. 

Mr. Fishor — More shame for tkoss who 
oppose the bill. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Armstrong — No, sir; it is not more 
shame for those who oppose it. I am the 
voice of the psoplo of the district Inpre- 
seut and I defy any gentleman to oontra- 
dict me. (Loud laughter and derisive 
cheers.) I have made up my mind to op- 
pose tho bill from day to day, and if the 
Government insist on forcing it before 
tho House pnblio bnsiuoss will he delay 
ed ton days moro. (Shame.) 

Mr, Beaven apoko in favor of tho 
amendment to postpone the Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the leader of tho 
Opposition bad acotisod tho Govtrnment 
of a tyrranical policy, and had said it was 
attomptod to force the Bill through tho 
House at railroad speed. He had also 
asserted that such a coaise bad never 
been pursned daring fonr years, and tho 
member for Oomox had oorrootod him 
and iaid six yaara. N»w ho (Mr. S.) 
happ«ned to have beou a member of the 
House for the sir years in questioa, and 
ho know that suoh a courao had boon 
pursued on many former occasions, and 
the leader of the Opposition had fre- 
quently when in powor pursued a muoh 
more tyrannical ijolicy. In this instance 
the Oovornment were not guilty of any 
tyranny whatever, but, ub stated by tho 
leader of the Government, it was the Op- 
position min«rity who were attempting to 
tyrannize. Tho hon, gontlwman then 
prooeedei to quote from the Journals of 
the House, showing that in 1874, shortly 
after Mr. Walkem's advent to power, tho 
House met daily at 11 o'clock, and for 
many days th« orders were immodiatoly 
proceeded with -without any prooodiug 
motions being dealt with. In opposition 
to tho wish of the than Opposition, he 
(Mr. Walkem) had had the hour of meet- 
ing altered from 2 p.m. to 11 a.m., bat 
tho Government of the day had not re- 
sorted to any such injustice. In spite of 
all tho factious opposition, led by the 
member for Cariboo, could do, the priaci- 
plo of the Constitution Bill had beer 
assented to, aud there was no reason why 
debatoin committee should notbegono on 
with. Hon. membersoonld then apeak a» 
often as they liked and tbo Opposition 
could conseqHently juot as well pursue 
their obstructive policy in oommitteo as 
out of it. Ho (Mr. S.) contended th»ttho 
bill was tho real businesa of the country 
and ho was surprised that hon. members 
of the Opposition did not like fair, square 
men try to make the bastof a measarethey 
did not approve of and offer amendments 
in Committee to suit their idea of what 
tho measure should bo. Possibly in com- 
mittee they might offer some amendment 
to the proposed anmber of members and 
perhaps win over some Govornmeot snp- 
porter and thus attain their end. They 
had made the best fight they could on the 
debate on the second reading of the bill 
and it was unfair, uamauly of tho Opposi- 
tion to pursue a policy of farther obstruc- 
tion now. The eonior member for Vic- 
toria City had triad to phow that it was 
unusual for a Governmont to oxeroisa its 
right to place Government meksuros at 
the head of the orders and procaed at 
once to them. But such was not the case 
an tho hon. gentleman woll know, The 
Government had sot aside Wednesday for 
private bills and measures not introducod 
by the Government, aud ho then pro- 
ceeded to quote from May and Todd to 
show that the Governmeut had axolusiva 
right, except on tho day leserved for 
Private Bills, to plaoe thoir measures first 
on tho orders. In England tho Govern- 
ment had even a more oxolusive 
right, but hero tho Government had 
waived thoir right for Wednesdaya, The 
session should ere this have been 
brought nearly to a close, but 
for the obstructive policy of the opposi- 
tion which wns simply oontemptihlo nnd 
beneath tho dignity of gontlomon, Thoy 
delayed the business by more factious 
opposition, resorting to suoh despicable 
tricks as witnessed yestorday — a dis- 
grace to any legislative body. If the Gov- 
ernment thought for a moment any good 
could possibly rasultfrom a further post- 
ponement of the bill they would at 
once give way, . . . bat . they ., ; ; knew 
tbat tUe 'Opposition did sot ask for the 



postponement in the interest of the 

country. All they wero determined on 
was to stop tho progress of tho measure 
if possible, simply because they were 
afraid of it. No constituency had yot 
spoken a syllable against it. Nanaimo 
wanted, more of it; so did New Westmin- 
ster, and from no part of the country 
oiimo a solitary voice opposed to it. 
Cbilliwhack favored it to a man, aud 
tbo people there ware particularly glad 
that Now Westminster District was about 
to bo divided. (Mr. Armstrong— Not 
no!). The Opposition did not liko the 
measure, and hoped to postpone it till all 
the other business had boon transacted, 
and then stave it oil till tho next election. 
They wished to see Kootouay return two 
members nt the next election, bocauso 
thoy beliovod that under the present re- 
presentation they would bo stronger on 
tho iloor of the House than under the 
new Bill. It was, however, the duty of 
the Opposition to accept thoir defeat 
with good grace— to admit that they had 
been beaten and attempt in oommitteo to 
make the best of what they termed a bad 
measure. Tho Bill had now boon in com- 
mittee for ton days, but with all the elo- 
quence of tbo Opposition they had not 
been able to win over u single member 
from the Government side. He(Mr. S.) 
in conclusion would add that if the ton 
days' delay wore permitted the Opposi- 
tion, after tho expiration of that time, 
would come down to tho House with pre- 
cisely the samo factious obstruction as 
thoy now presented. In tho face of this 
fact the Government could not on any 
account accede to tho request made by 
the senior momber for Oariboo. (Loud 
applause.) 

Mr. Humphreys ropliud in support of 
the amendment and uoousod the Finance 
Minister of constantly making misstato- 
meuta. The hon. gentleman proceeded at 
some length to reiterate his construction 
of the provisions of tho bill. Ho disputed 
the basis of the measure and coutouded 
that neither population, area, nor revenue 
from taxation iormod tho principle of ba- 
sis. He then went on to assort that per- 
snual motives had alono led to tho iutro- 
eluction of the bill aud paid a passing tri- 
bute to the eloquence aud gcutlomanly 
language employed by the Opposition, 
contrasting thorn with what he termed the 
outrageouB oonduot and tyranny of the 
Government. Ho contended tho Govern- 
mont should postpone tho Constitution 
Bill aud proceed with tho Chinese ques- 
tion and tbo motion for a vote of want of 
confiJonoo in counootion with tho dispatch 
of tho militia to Nuuaimo. 

Mr. Evans followed and asserted that 
be knew Oariboo to be opposed to the Be- 
diatribution Bill. Ho had a letter to that 
effuct but it was of such a private nature 
bo did not liko to read it. (Laughter.) 
The hou. goutloniau thou repeated his 
former statistical allusious to population, 
rovenuo, etc. In speaking of one of the 
members for Victoria the hon. gentleman 
uBod language which he was obliged by 
the Speaker to retract. 

Mr. Smith said that ho considered such 
language as that used by tho last speaker 
shameful. Thoy might qnarrel amongst 
themselves, but he did not agree with dos- 
piiing one another, and if he were as old 
as that gentleman, \(hom he supposed had 
seen some 74 summers, he wonld be 
ashamed of himself. He had listened to 
the hon. gentleman with wonder, His 
lungs he supposed wore as good as when 
ho was 30 years of age, and that was a 
sign of an oxoellent constitution, but that 
samo constitution was composod of griof , 
fear and hatred, aud he would now adrino 
him to change bis constitution from those 
three to love,bope andcbarity. (Laughter. ) 

Mr. Douglas said ho would not havo 
noticed tho remarks of the hon. geutlo- 
man had he not in tho most uncallod-for 
maBDor brought in the name of his de- 
ceased father, nnd he felt that as his son 
he was in a position to know that he was 
Btronglj opposed to tho Walkem Qovsrn- 
ment and their manner of squandering 
money broadcast over the country. He 
regretted that he had had certain dis- 
ftgreemonts with his father on that vory 
question, espooially as he saw now that he 
had been in error in supporting that Gov- 
ernmont; but he felt sure that in sup- 
porting the present Government be was 
obeying the wishes of his oonstituonts. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Gordon said if ho had wavorod be- 
fore, he was now moat determined on this 
Bill. He had watched carefully the leader 
of tho Oppositien.beoauaa he was led tobe- 
lievo be was in favor of another member 
for Nanaimo, bnt sinoe he had said that 
he would move for another member he 
found that the Opposition were not sin- 
core in their wishes for Nanaimo, and had 
observed with regret that on ovory occa- 
sion hon. gentlemen had thrown every 
obstacle in the way of the measure, and 
had evea gone so far as to attack tho Gov- 
ernment for bringing in the bill at all. 
Was that the act of ona who favored giv- 
ing Nanaimo another momber ? No. The 
loader of tho Opposition had taunted tho 
Govarnmont with withdrawing a mambor 
from Kootanoy beoauso of being defeated 
there. Why, what would-be tbo result if 
Kootenay with 47 votes was taken as the 
basis for redistribution? It would be as 
follows: — Oomox would have 3, Victoria 
District, 8; Victoria, 45; Cowichan, 7; 
Nanaimo, 19; New Westminster City, 6; 
Now Westminster District, 20; Yalo, 15; 
Lillooet, 7; Cariboo, 20; Esquimalt, 5. 
If hon. gentlemen were sincere in their 
wishes that Nanaimo should have another 
momber and also perhaps New Westmin- 
ster then let them vote for this billt now 
was their opportunity, and not obstruct 
tho bill in every manner possible. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Tolmio was glad that tho hon. gen- 
tleman had produced those figures; thoy 
showed clearly the absurdity of taking 
such a standpoint. He thought it was 
time the Opposition should show their 
sincerity and allow tha bill to be proceed- 
ed with. 

Mr. Galbraith asked that Kootenay 
should be fairly dealt with as it was an 
important mining District and although 
only polling 47 votes yot, that should not 
betaken as a criterion, in that the majori- 
ty of persons resident there aro aliens, 
but pay taxes nnd surely they should be 
represented in tho House. 

Mr. W. Brown spoke against tho bill 
and rend two letters received from con- 
stituents at Lillooafc, beth of whom ob- 
jected to tbo bill. He moved that the bill 
be postponed for fifteen days. 

Mr. Gordon stated that during tho de- 
bates be bad observed all who had spokon 
in favor of Nanaimo receiving extra ropre- 
Gcntation without specifying numbers, 
and also who had spoken m favor of giv- 
ing Nanaimo one momber more, and from 
this he bad been led to beliovo that they 
would vote for increased reprosentation 
for that distriot and not as now obstruct 
the bill. .. 

, ' Mr. Ash. Mked the Government to allow 



the bill to stand over for n few days. 
Tho House then adjourned till 7;30p.u. 

EVENING SESSION. 
Debate wau resumed at 7:30 p. m. 
Mr. Ash asked tho Attorney General 
what position tho Government had resolv- 
ed to assume iu connection with tho vory 
reasonable proposition of tho momber 
for Lillooet? 

Hou. Mr. Elliott replied that tho an- 
swer that he bad made to tho proposition 
put forward by Mr. Walkem must be the 
answer he had to make in conneotiou with 
tho amendment offered by the momber I'er 
Lillooet. The two propositions were 
similar and the same answer would apply 
to both. Ho would, however, repeat that 
tho measure was one which had had the 
vory careful deliberation of tho Govern 
ment. It had not been, as intimated, hastily 
framod. He considered it the duty of tho 
(iovernment with their majority, although 
it was not 80 large a one as had been seen 
in tho House on other occasions, 
to pass tho measure as soon 
possible for ii bad boon hinted, and the 
wish might bo father to the thought, that 
a supporter of the Government might bo 
takeu ill and the result would then bo 
tie vote, and in all probability a general 
eleotion Would ensue, This being the 
caso it became a matter of first necessity 
that a now Constitution should bo framed, 
for if a general election took placo under 
the existing basis of represontatiou one 
constituency at least would be over ro- 
prosontod and several uuder-ropresanted. 
If on the other hand the bill before tho 
Houseware passed an existing evil would 
not be allowed to continue probably for 
another four years. If ho thought it at 
all in the iutorosts of tho country to grant 
the delay aakod for or even to drop the 
bill altogether, tho Oovornment would at 
once do so, but he could not concoivo 
why tho Opposition took such a violent 
dislike to the measure, for was not their 
argument that if the measure passed there 
would bo groat joy in tbo laud because 
not a hiogle Govorumout supporter would 
be re-elected ? Tf such wero tho case, 
surely thero would bo great joy in tho 
Opposition ranks, who should oonso- 
(]uontly ba eager to pass tho measure and 
ansure the defeat of tbo Government. He 
was not prepared to say whether the mea- 
sure would socuro the defeat ot the Oppo- 
sition or QoTorumont members. That was 
not a calculation tbo Govornmcnt had 
been in any way called upon to make. But 
this ho would say; that the bill had had 
the mature oonsideration of the Govern- 
ment who had also taken the advice of 
gentlemen best qualified to give it. Tho 
measure was a portion of tbo Government 
programme aud from it they did not in- 
tend to depart, (Cheers,) The Opposition, 
in tho same breath as they asked for 15 
days' delay to examine the bill, bad de- 
clared their intention to oppose it right or 
wrong oven if thej bad to sit till next 
Christmas; the Governmont had, however, 
resolved to stand or fall by the moasure 
even though tbo House sat till the Christ- 
mas after next. (Hear, hear,^ Ha con- 
tended tho measure was a most important 
matter and bhould be dealt with at once. 
If other public busiuoss were rotarded 
the blame rested with the Opposition, not 
with Qio GovernmeBt. ^Loud applause.) 

Mr. Ash briefiy replied and was follow- 
ed by 

Mr. Walkom, who at great length con- 
tended that tho Opposition was tho 
stronger party in the Honso and that in 
faot nearly every member had boon elected 
to Bupport the Walkem Qovernment. He 
oontended he had nevor resorted to any 
snoh course as tliat adopted by tho Gov- 
ernment in connection with this measure. 
He, when iu power, had always treated 
tha Opposition with courtesy and kind- 
ness. He contrasted tho resignation of 
tha McOroight Government with tha re- 
tention of office by tho present admiais- 
tration. Subsequently the hon. gentle 
man assailed every supporter of the Gov- 
ernment, attributing treachery lo somo, 
cupidity of patronage to others, and wil- 
ful blindness and stubbornness to others. 
Ho violently attacked Mr. Gordon for ac- 
cusing him of insincerity and charged 
that hon. membor with indifference to his 
constitnenta' welfare. 

The House was still in session whon 
our report closed.
